Plans To Expand 
Stadium Studied 

Plans are lieing worked out 
to acquaint the public with poss¬ 
ible means of development of the 
proposed football stadium at 
The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch following the 
the visit here April 5 of Dr. 
Ed Boling, U-T vice president 
in charge of development. 

Tentative plans call for rais¬ 
ing part of the money to fin¬ 
ance the stadium from the 
public, including businesses, 
Individuals, alumni and others, 
according to Vice President 
Paul Meek. The University 
will endeavor to make available 
an amount equal to the amount 
raised from these sources. 

New stadium facilitieswould 
provide expanded seating space 
for Martin High School as well 
as UTMB. Provisions are also 
being made for dressing rooms 
for the local high school and 
visiting teams which havebeen 
considered sorely needed in the 
past. 

Attendance at a numl^er of 
high school and college games 
during the past several seasons 
has given evidence that pre¬ 
sent facilities are inadequate. 
This projectwill have top prior¬ 
ity because the need has existed 
for many years and has reached 
the state of an emergency which 
must lie dealt with, Dr Meek 
said. 

It is hoped that enough mon¬ 
ey will be made available to 
add at least 4,000 seats, but 
the amount of additional devel¬ 
opment will depend entirely 
upon the success of the fund 
raising campaign. 

Plans under consideration 
by university officials center 
on a discussion to build pre¬ 
fabricated concrete seats on the 
west side of the playing field. 

Malcolm Rice, university 
architect, who visited the 
campus yesterday is committed 
to develop these studies and 
prepare a plan for development 
as quickly as possible. As 
soon as necessary preparations 
are completed, including plans 
for raising money and subse¬ 
quently, architectural designs, 
the project will get under way. 

Construction will begin and 
the proposed stadium should be 
completed before the fall of’64 


soon to be on display has been 
prepared by B. J. Joyner, Jr., 
architect model builder, Mem¬ 
phis. On the model are shown 
existing buildings and those 
planned for the future. The 
shaded buildings are here now, 
and light ones are either ad¬ 
ditions or projected buildings 
for the long range plan. The 
model was constructed and 
mounted on a piece of 4’ x 4’ 
plywood and is covered by a 
plastic dome. 

Campus A is the existing 
quadrangle ringed by the Ad¬ 
ministration Building, the ABL 
Building, The EPS Building, The 
Old Engineering Building, the 
Old ScienceBuilding, the Cafe¬ 
teria, the Men’s Residence Hall 
and. the Home Economics Cot¬ 
tage. The cross axis (north- 
south) is one of the high¬ 
lights of the master plan show¬ 
ing the Women’s Residence Hall 
opposite the Administration 
Building centrally located on the 
north side. 

Campus B as sho.vn on the 
model stretches along the Mt. 
Pelia highway southward. It 
is highlighted by a proposed 
student union building at the 
head of this part of the campus. 
Two rows of academic buildings 
stretching southward along a 
quadrangle will house Business 
Administration, Education, 
Liberal Arts, Music, ROTC, 
and Home Economics. 

A new library building is 
shown where Campus A joins 
campus B, at a central location 
between the twocampuses, near 
the present site of the Old 
Engineering Building. 

The present cafeteria and 
Freeman Hall will be replaced 
by dormitories facing each 
other across the quadrangle. 
Additional women’s housing will 
be built in the open area east 
and south of the present en¬ 
larged Women’s Residence 
Hall. 

The model also shows, 
across Highway 22 on the site 
of the present barns, a row of 
houses, fraternity row. 

On his visit here recently, 
Dr. Boling gave special em¬ 
phasis to four projects which 
enjoy highest priority for 
UTMB. They are a men’s resi¬ 
dence hall, a student union 
building, an academic building, 
a library, (see picture on 
page 8.)

Blood Means Life 


Have you signed and returned your slip which places your 
name on the list to donate a pint of blood to the Bloodmobile? 

If you are among the majority of UTMB students your answer 
to this question is “No.” Only 18 students out of approximately 
1200 have indicated that they are willing to give blood. 

Is it possible that UTMB students are so low on blood that 
they can’t spare a pint? We hardly think so. 

Or are we afraid of the needle? Surely this isn’t so either. 

We suspect that the majority of us simply dismissed the 
matter by throwing our notices in the waste can like we do 
most everything else we remove from the mailbox. But this 
is a matter to which we should give serious consideration. 

Millions of lives are saved each year by donations from the 
Red Cross Blood bank. In fact already once this year a UTMB 
student has taken advantage of the blood supply furnished by 
the Red Cross. When seriously injured in an automobile acci¬ 
dent several pints of blood were administered and probably 
played a most important part in saving her life. The accident 
occurred on a trip home from classes one day with, as usual, no 
advance warning. How do we know when something similar 
to this could happen to us? 

Any person who volunteers to donate blood when the blood- 
mobile comes is eligible to receive, free of charge, blood from 
the Red Cross blood bank in any emergency. It would be wise 
for every UTMB student and faculty member to be prepared 
in case one does arise.

Rules For Nominating Officers 
Were Originated By ASA Council 


Rules for nominations of 
candidates for 1963-64 All Stu¬ 
dents Association offices have 
been announced by the ASA 
council. 

The rules are primarily the 
same as last year’s. Any ASA 
representative wishing to nom¬ 
inate a candidate must obtain 
a form from Prof. Heary Alli¬ 
son’s office on the first floor 
of the Administration building. 
The completed form must have 
the signature of the person mak¬ 
ing the nomination, the student 
nominated, and twenty-five stu¬ 
dents willing to second the nom¬ 
ination for that particular 
office. A student wishing to 
make nominations for more than 
one office must fill out 


a separate form for each nom¬ 
inee. 

These completed forms 
must be returned to Mr. Alli¬ 
son’s office by April 27. 

Further qualifications gov¬ 
erning nominees are that he 
must be a sophomore or junior 
this school year, ami he must 
have at least a 2.Ooverall aver¬ 
age. 

The ASA Council has set 
forth these rules and re¬ 
gulations because it feels stu¬ 
dents should think seriously 
about this election and care¬ 
fully evaluate each candidate for 
his eligibility for the office for 
which he is running, according 
to David Stroud, this year’s 
ASA head.

It seems amazing to me that 
of the 1200-odd students on the 
campus here at UTMB only 
about 400 have ever ridden in 
an airplane. Flying is gaining 
in importance all the time. 
Nearly all medium and large 
size businesses now operate at 
least one aircraft. 

No unusual feeling or sen¬ 
sation is experienced while fly¬ 
ing. Usually the ride is 
smoother than riding in a car 
and there is no feeling of height 
such as one experiences when 
looking down from the top of 
a tall building. The feeling, 
when flying, is one of being de¬ 
tached from the world com¬ 
pletely. All the little towns, 
rivers, and highways below 
seem to be trivial and 

Many people who have never 
flown or had anything to dowlth 
flying believe that flying is dan¬ 
gerous. Flying is much safer 
than driving. From 1946 
through 1958 1,300 persons 

were killed in airline acci¬ 
dents while 427,992 people died 
in automobiles. Probably, 
among these were afairprotion 
of those people who always 
argue, “Those planes aren’t 
safe.” In 1960 2.7 people were 
killed in automobiles per 
million miles traveled by only 
.29 per million miles traveled 
in airplanes. 

Ovwr the last two years I 
have flown about a hundred stu¬ 
dents from UTMB that have 
never flown before. I have not 
had one that didn’t enjoy it. 
In the future flying will become 
more common and more 
Important in this age where 
everyone has to get where they 
are going immediately. If you 
have never flown, don’t you think 
its time to see what flying is 
really like ?

Jesus 
sensed the tree’s distress, 
and in His gentle pity for all 
sorrow and suffering said to 
it, "Because of your regret 
and pity form my suffering, 
never again shall the dogwood 
tree grow large enough be be 
used as a cross. Henceforth 
it shall be slender and bent 
and twisted and its blossoms 
shall be in the form of a cross — 


two long and two short petals. 
And in the center of the outer 
edge of each petal there will 
be nail prints, brown with rust 
and stained with red, and in the 
center of the flower will be a 
crown of thorns, and all who 
see it will remember.” 

It is also told how tiny snow- 
like blossoms of the redbud 
turned purple-red in color, 
stained by the blood of Judas 
who hanged himself on this tree. 

The crown-imperial lily, in 
conceit, refused to bow its head 
when the Savior was walking in 
the Garden of Gethsemane. 
Then it was white. Today it 
has flushed a deep red, with 
a tear poised in the center of 
each petal. 

The forget-me-not was the 
only forgotten flower of Geth¬ 
semane. It had no name until 


the Lord whispered "Forget- 
me-not; forget-me-not.” 

The Easter lily, symbolizing 
love, purity, and new hope, was 
the flower that sprang up in 
the footsteps of the risen 
Christ as He walked in 
Joseph’s garden. 

The violet, shadowed by the 
cross, drooped with sorrow, and 
thus became endeared to the 
Mother of Jesus; also her tear 
gave the red center to the 
"pink”; and morning glories 
sprang up in full bloom in her 


path on the day of resurrection. 

Drops of blood of the Savior 
are found in the fuschia which 
came into being on Calvary. The 
popular or “quaking aspen” 
will tremble until the Day of 
Judgment becuase it refused 
to bow its head in grief as 
Christ was being nailed to the 
cross. , 

Holly, said to have formed 
the crown of thorns, bore white 
berries until the crucifixion. 
Since then the berries have 
been bloody crimson.
